Just when we were all feeling relieved about the prospects 
of a balanced Federal budget, the Commerce Department 
released figures to show Dial the s t a t e s increased their tax 
collections in the fiscal year ended June 30 by one billion 
dollars to a total of nearly $16 billion. This is double the 
1950 figure. 
And it's in addition to the $80 billion Federal and $16 
billion local tax burdens the selfsame taxpayers bore . 
The irony of it is that the bigger the Federal budget, the 
bigger the state and local budgets will grow. It works this 
w a y : 
Federal deficits cause inflation, which means the states 
and local governments must pay more f'<*r all the goods and 
enough to be un pleasan t

services they buy, and 
m ans. 
Federal grants-in-aid to state- and communities require 
matching funds to he raised by local and state taxation. 
The more programs the U.S. sets up. the heavier all three 
tax burdens become.

The irony of it is that the bigger the Federal budget, the 
bigger the state and local budgets will grow. It works this 
way: 
Federal deficits cause inflation, which means the states 
and local governments must pay more for all the goods and 
sen ices they buy, and 
Federal grants-in-aid to states and communities require 
matching funds to be raised by local anil state taxation. 
The more programs the U.S. sets up. the heavier all three 
tax burdens become. 
Half the state legislatures which met this year have vot­ 
ed tax increases for next year. We have been warned that 
next year’s Federal budget will be larger. 
I fs no time for the voters to let up their pressure on the 
spenders.
